It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  the  stu- 
dents of  Pikeville  College  concur  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  their  resolution  on  recording  the 
death  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Harman  and  Mr.  John 
Scott  Miller,  which  occurred  this  past  summer. 

Mr.  Harman  was  the  oldest  Board  member  in 
point  of  service.  His  association  with  the  Col- 
lege had  been  one  of  great  intimacy  and  extreme 
interest.
